“With these set prices, for all 
liv estock,” they said, “large pack­ 
ing companies will not be able to 
bid prices so high that small 
packers will be forced out of 
business.”

Adjustments Planned1’ 
Officials wprklng on the stand­ 
ard schedules added that prices— 
thus based on the center of dis­ 
tribution—would be adjusted up­ 
ward, as the liv estock is sold far­ 
ther from the center of produc­ 
tion to allow for transportation 
costa. 
P. O. Wilson, of Chicago, speak­ 
ing for a liv estock producers dele­ 
gation which came to Washington 
to oppose any ceiling program, 
said of the plan: 
“It seems to me that it offers 
the best program for eliminating 
discrepancies which now ex ist be­ 
tween the packers." 
He also said that OPA officials 
working on liv estock ceiling plans 
had promised to show them to a 
conference of 
producers before 
they are put into effect.

Dr. Edward A. Secoy, 67, a 
prominent 
Darbyville 
physician 
for 25 years, died Wednesday at 
8:30 p. rn. at his home in the 
Muhlenberg township village. Dr. 
Secoy had suffered from heart 
discase and had been in failing 
health for several months. 
A native of Pleasant Hill, O., 
he removed to Darbyville from 
Athens county. 
He operated a 
health resort for about six years, 
a fire a few years ago wiping out 
many of the cottages. The sani­ 
tarium had not been in operation 
in the last few years. 
He had served as mayor of 
Darbyville for several terms and 
was a member of the Pickaway

advisory 
council, serving once as its chair­ 
man. 
Dr. Secoy was born August 22, 
1875. 
Survivors include his widow, Ida

WOODEN ARMY TRUCKS 
How vitally the nation needs 
steel ia Illustrated by a move the 
Army has been quietly p rep ar­ 
ing. Beginning in about a week, 
all bodies for army trucks will 
be made out of w*ood Instead of 
steel. 
From Sep tember I to January 
I, 1943, the Army will thus save 
1,337,000 tons of steel—enough to 
make 125,000,000 shells for 75mm. 
field artillery. 
In addition, all Army cots from 
now on will be made of wood, thus 
diverting 78,100 tons of steel to 
other p urp oses.

He also wrote 
a directive, under his agreement with Jesse 
Join s, for the Reconstruction Finance Cor­ 
poration to put up the money. 
Will Clayton, Jesse’s right arm in the 
RFG, was away. But when he came back, 
he stormed over to sec Milo Perkins. 
‘Tm not going to do it,” Clayton told 
Perkins flatly. 
“ Y e s you are going to do it,” Perkins 
shot hack. 
“ ltd-, too risky,” Clayton replied, 
“you 
can buy that cotton with Agriculture De­ 
partment funds.” 
“Now look, Mr. Clayton,” said Milo, 
“under the President’s order I have the 
power to set up a 
loan agency to 
buy 
tilings of this kind. 
So far I haven’t set 
up such an agency, 
but 
have operated 
through you. However, if you're not going 
to cooperate, Til set one up.” 
“And where will you get the money?” 
asked Clayton. 
"i ll get it from you. Y'ou forget, Mr. 
Clayton, that it isn’t your money. It'a the 
taxpayer’s money and you are only the 
custodian. 
The 
W ar Department wants 
this cotton and they’re going to get it.” 
Finally Clayton reluctantly agreed. 
Note: — Will Clayton is one of the 
most charming and likeable men in Wash­ 
ington. 
Before coming into the Govern­ 
ment he was a partner in Anderson and 
Clayton, world’s biggest cotton buyers. A 
Democrat, he opp6sed Roosevelt on most 
things, 
was 
a 
heavy contributor to the 
Liberty League. 
With the war, however, 
he forgot partisanship. 
But he has never

was ordered Wednesday night by 
city council to 
clamp 
down on 
taxicabs which were charged dur­ 
ing the session with becoming a 
steadily growing menace to public 
safety. 
A resolution was adopted unani­ 
mously instructing 
Police Chief 
W. F. McCrady to enforce “to the i 
letter" a rigid ordinance which j 
governs the cabs, their operation ! 
and their drivers. 
Council 
charged 
that despite1 
passage of the ordinance several! 
months ago nothing had ever been j 
done about enforcing it. The leg -1 
islation calls for licensing of cabs ; 
after close inspection of 
brakes, 
lights, tires, doors and other parts 
of the carriers. 
It also demands 
that all cab drivers be licensed by 
the city. None of the local com­ 
pany’s drivers has ever been or­ 
dered to buy a license, council was 
told. 
Enforcement Desired 
“The cab company wants the 
ordinance enforced,” City Solicitor 
Joe W. Adkins said, “so it can 
have some control over its driv­ 
ers. But so long as the city doesn’t 
dc anything about the law that 
now stands on the record books 
why should the company take any 
Action.'' 
He declared that many of the 
cabs row operating in Circleville 
are not fit to be on the streets, 
that brakes are missing and that 
doors do not shut securely. 
He 
recited an incident in 
which a 
door flew open as a cab wan mak­ 
ing a tun;, tossing a child from 
one side of the street to the other. 
Fortunately 
th* 
youngster was 
not hurt. Adkins said. 
IWkleftftneiiH Alleged 
The move to instruct Chief Mc- 
Crad> to have the ordinance en­ 
forced was made by Councilman- 
at-Large Frank A. Lynch who de­ 
clared that many of the company’s 
drivers are reckless and that the 
manner in which the cabs are op­ 
erated is creating a menace. 
Adkins declared that the com­ 
pany operates successfully in Chil­ 
licothe and 
in 
Lancaster where 
laws governing 
the vehicles and 
their drivers are enforced. 
he laid, “Circleville gets all the 
rattletrap automobiles that can­ 
not pass inspection in those two 
cities just bqgause 
we don’t do 
anything about our own laws."
